B rew ers N ot P leased W ith th e Plan to R e­ 
place th e Incom e Tax. 
Brewers in this city do not take 
kindly to the idea that they, with 
other brewers of country, are to be 
called upon by the government to 
make good the revenue it will lose 
through the failure of the income tax 
law.' Though they talk but little, it 
is apparent they are thinking much 
more. 
As to the action of their con­ 
vention, which meets June l l , none 
of them care to predict, but it is evi- 
dent preparations are already being 
made for action at that time, and 
frequent 
conferences of prominent 
ones will be held between now and 
that meeting to formulate action. 
As a rule the brewers are democrats 
and that fact causes them to hesitate 
to criticise the proposition to increase 
the beer tax, but intimations are plen- 
tirul that if such a course is adopted 
the 
democratic 
party's campaign 
finances will not receive much replen­ 
ishment at their hands in 
the next 
campaign. 
The proposed increase of the tax on 
been to $2 per barrel, would prove an 
easy way for raising revenue, but it 
would be disastrous to the brewing 
interests of the United Status, and 
particularly to the small brewers, it is 
claimed. 
Of course, the price of beer 
would be raised, but that is not 
always expedient, as in some ceases 
the discounts allowed saloonkeepers 
vary according to they competition 
they have lo meet. 
The result of the 
tax on brewers would be to considera­ 
bly lessen the profits. 
The effect of the tax on beer drink­ 
ers would probably be that they’d get 
a little more foam. 
The production 
of beer in the United States is about 
3 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 barrels annually, and the 
increased tax would be quite an item 
in making up the loss through the in­ 
come tax being declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
It is also said that the proposed ad­ 
ditional tax would not make so much 
difference with the brewers, except 
that it might Ie? sen their sales by 
making beer more expensive to the 
consumers. The brewers would simply 
add the tax to the expense account 
and govern themselves accordingly. 
The nominal price to saloonkeepers is 
$8 per barrel, but most of them get it 
for $6 aud $ 6 .5 0 per barre’, as there 
is a regular discount of 
15 per cent 
and sometimes more. 
The discount 
would have to be done away with.
